Clark of Mi.'^.souri. who declared the legislation “auihonze.s the President 
to declare war." 
Thus power Is .still theoretically reserved to Congre.ss. i created to liandle anti-tru.s7cB.v-Vjs i 
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But the bill undoubtedly permits the President to carry the nation far 
along the road to war. to bring it even closer to the brink th a n it Is at 
pre-scnt. 


iXIiich of the opposition to thi.s bill is generated by the knowledge 
that no "emergency*’ power.s granted the President in the last eight 
years have been repealed. 
He ha.s attacked every effort to repeal any of 
them.

I know som ething of diets 
in 
average 
homes. 
G etting 
the 
proper vitam ins is no problem in 
homes where these things are eaten 
by the individuals. 
One egg 
Raw, cooked alone or in 
com bination with other foods. 
Dry or cooked cereal. 
Bread. 
F ru it 
G reen vegetables, raw or steam ed. 
Fresh m eat or fish. 
Milk <quart for children, pint for 
adults». 
These foods contain all the ele­ 
m ents 
the 
individual 
norm ally 
needs but they will probably not 
satisfy all your desire for food in a 
day. 
However, as long as you get 
these foods every day. it doesn’t 
m atter what foods you choose to 
m ake up the balance of your di^t 
A child needs a quart of milk a 
day, an adult can get along on half 
that much. 
This, of course, doesn’t

boys; there are no girl citizens under 
the new policy. 
While drastic changes have been 
m ade in methods, during the past 
year, the physical equipm ent of the 
Republic has been greatly improved 
All buildings have been put in good 
repair, and a new sew age disposal 
plant installed. Livestock has been 
increased, 
and 
Superintendent 
is 
rapidly building up the dairy herd. 
All work is done by the citizens, 
under the personal direction of Supt, 
Prasse.
